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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments dated 10/11/2010 have 
been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant generally argues that the tube 240 of Moutafis is not a stylet and does not prevent 
the outward movement of a stylet therethrough. However, the inner tube 214, which may also be considered to be the stylet as mentioned 
in page 4 of the office action dated 8/11/10, which maintains the rigidity of the outer tube 230 and in col. 3, lines 63-67 it indicates that the 
inner tube 214 butts against an inner wall 216 and therefore does not pass through. Applicant also argues that Vargas does not disclose a 
generally spherical segment, but rather a balloon 1 that is substantially cylindrical. However, the shape as seen in Figure 10 for example of 
the balloon segment may be considered to be "generally" spherical and not exactly spherical and therefore reads on this limitation. 
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
